WILMINGTON DISASTER 


Crew Members Charge Company 
With Negligence In Blast 


WILMINGTON, June 23. (P)— 
At least two, and probably 14, 
men were dead today following a 
$10,000,000 ship-explosive fire — 
Los Angeles harbor’s costliest 
calamity. 


The 11,083-ton tanker Markay 
blew up with 2,940,000 gallons of 
fuel in a triple explosion that raz- 
ed several docks and—harbor au- 
thorities said — missed igniting 
huge petroleum storage tanks 
only because of favorable winds. 

Two bodies were recovered from 
the harbor shortly after the blast 
yesterday and searchers planned 
to board the shell of the tanker 
today to remove others which were 
spotted by coast guard observers 
last night after the vessel stop- 
per burning. 

The blaze—at its height visible 
some 12 miles at sea—required six 
hours to control. 

12 Missing

Storm: 19 Die 


By The Associated Press 

Tornadoes, flash floods and 
howling blizzards claimed at least 
19 lives, Teft hundreds homeless 
and trapped 70 vacationists in a 
swirling snow storm yesterday as 
a reception to summer. 

Hardest hit was Nebraska where 
at least 16 were known to have 
perished as a 12-foot wall of wa- 
ter from an overflowing creek 
surged through the town of Cam- 
bridge at dawn, taking 1,100 inhab- 
itants by such surprise that they 
were unaware of the disaster un- 
til their homes were sent sprawl- 
ing from their foundations. 

At least three persons died in 
the cold of the blizzard which left 
snow drifts as much as 15 feet 
deep at Beartooth pass between 
Yellowstone National Park, Wyo., 
and Red Lodge, Mont. 

The floods in several areas of 
Nebraska followed cloudbursts 
which brought an estimated 12 
inches or more of rain at Burwell 
and Broken Bow. 

Mayor Lloyd C. Richardson of 
Cambridge said about 100 were 
homeless there, and North Loup, 
in the north-central part of the 
state, was inundated. Streams 
throughout the state went out of 
their banks. Ashland, in eastern 
Nebraska, was flooded for the 
fourth time this year. 

The storm, moving eastward, 
left as much as five inches of rain 
in Iowa and brought the town of 
Carroll its first flood in history. 

Borne by winds up to 75 miles 
an hour, the Montana-Wyoming 
blizzard caught vacation tourists 
clad in light summer clothing and 
stranded them on the bleak moun- 
tain pass in automobiles and a 
trailer.

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COUNCIL'S NEW POLICY ON OUTSIDE 


WATER AND WHY IT WAS ESTABLISHED 


In denying water to areas outside the city limits ,the 
Upland city council has taken a step long contemplated. 
There have been warnings that this would be done for sev- 
eral months and the temporary suspension of outside water 
permits on May 23 should have served final notice of what 
was to come. 


; Construction outside of Upland has been on the increase 
and everybody knows that San Antonio Heights has been 
building up rapidly. It is a very desirable place to have a 
home and more and more people in Southern California 
are realizing it. That it will coniinue to increase in resi- 
dences and population scems virtually certain. 


The prospect of having other “communities” growing 
up alongside an already incorporated city is not a pleasant 
fhought, particularly when city water is used to a great 
éxtent to develop these areas. From the council's point of 
¢view, annexation is the best solution and apparently that 
iz the goal that it has set. If people outside of the city are 
going to get city water, use of the library, fire protection and 
other city services, then it is time for them to become a part 
of the Upland community. That, at least, is the city’s stand. 


We understand that there are people in the Heights and 
¢ther districts near Upland who bought property and built 
homes because they didn’t want to be inside of any city. 
For a variety of reasons, they preferred to live in unincorpor- 
ated areas and the fact that they didn’t have to pay city 
taxes, no doubt, was also an important consideration at 
the time they made the purchase. That, of course is their 
Side of the question and they have a right to it. It is very 
easy for all of us to support whatever will benefit us the 
most and we do it most of the time. 


Yet, it must be remembered that the council represents 
only the people who live inside of its corporate limits. It 
must protect their interest ai all times and not anyone who 
lives outside of its jurisdiction. It must not only run the 
city efficiently and economically but must also look into the 
future and conserve such valuable commodities as water 
becaus® it is so vital to the continued prosperity of not only 
Upland bui iue entire valley. 

. All of the councilmen deliberated for a long time before 
jaking this “drastic” action. They did it only when they 
Jelt that it was the only thing they could do and continue 
to represent the citizens of Upland. There was no desire 
to be a “bad neighbor”, but only a welcoming gesture to 
‘everybody “outside” to como in and join the happy Upland 
family. ‘ 

* We trust people outside of the city will accept the coun- 
cil's new water policy in the same spirit with which it was 
established.
